There is no documentary record available at Denver, Colorado, 
concerning the membership in the Communist Party or the 


‘Communist Political Association ef CLINTON JENCKS or his wife 


VIRGINIA JENCKS, and a review of the Denver Office files fails 
to disclose any photographs of such membership cards. 


Also, contacts with Confidential Informants at Denver, Colorado, 
have failed to reveal any information pertaining to either Sub- 
ject advocating the overthrow of the United States by force and 
violence, or any statements attacking the United States imperialism 
or defending the Soviet Union.
